And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order  that 
the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the 
owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into  an  im¬ 
provement  district  under  the  said  Act,  and  has 
made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect 
hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  KNOW  YE  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 


1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  District  Lot 
864,  Kootenay  District,  and  all  subdivisions 
thereof,  and  the  owners  of  land  in  the  said 
tract  are  incorporated  into  an  improvement 
district  under  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Needles  Waterworks  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  storage,  diversion,  carriage, 
measurement,  and  distribution  of  water,  and 
the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation  of 
works  for  that  purpose,  by  contract  or  other¬ 
wise,  and  all  matters  incidental  to  any  of  the 
foregoing. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  Messrs.  Frederick  G.  Shiell,  Herman  C. 
Kendrick,  and  Henry  Adshead  shall  be  the  first 
Trustees  of  the  improvement  district,  and  the 
said  Shiell  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1949,  the  said  Kendrick 
shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meet¬ 
ing  of  1948,  and  the  said  Adshead  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1947. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to 
call  a  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  in 
the  improvement  district  not  later  than  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  reports 
on  the  operation  and  business  of  the 
improvement  district  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  and  on  the  works  and  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict: 

( b .)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  the  meeting,  and  to 
elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees: 

( c .)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(d.)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a 
general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
on  a  conspicuous  public  place  at  the  building 
in  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and 
the  action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general 
meeting  the  persons  qualified  to  be  candidates 
for  the  office  of  Trustee  and  to  vote  shall  be 
British  subjects  twenty-one  years  old  or  older 
and  owners  of  land  in  the  improvement  dis¬
